(one to the perfon whofe fatal cariofity had occa- 
fioned the diicovery, upbraiding him for c uel of- 
ficioufnefs) and one toa gentleman who was inthe 
fame fhip, and who paid his addreffes to the lady, 
affuring him, that the efteemed him highly ; but 
declaring, that it never was her intention to im- 
pofe on him, a woman, whofe conduc he could 
not approve, and whole affections were devoted to 
another. The furprife and melancholy which this 
dreadful event occafioned in the thip, may be ea- 
fily imagined.
